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Amendments To The Claims: 

I . (Previously presented) A method of treating psoriasis comprising: 

administering to a psoriasis patient a medicament comprising cyclopamine or a 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt or derivative thereof in a sufficient amount that 
induces differentiation of epidermal cells in psoriatic lesional skin and the regression 
and/or disappearance of the psoriatic skin lesions.

8. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1, wherein said medicament is a 
pharmaceutical composition comprising, in combination, cyclopamine or a pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt or derivative thereof, and a corticosteroid in a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 

9. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 8, wherein the corticosteroid is 
clobetasol 17-propionate or hydrocortisone.

I I . (Previously Presented) A method as in claim 1 , wherein, prior to administering said 
medicament, a corticosteroid is administered to said patient and said corticosteroid administration 
enhances regression of the psoriatic skin lesions.

27. (Previously presented) A method for treatment of psoriasis, comprising administration of 
cyclopamine or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt or derivative thereof to a psoriasis patient in a 
sufficient quantity to provide, within 8 days of administration, an average of 80% or greater 
decrease in the severity of psoriatic lesions, taking into account the elevation from skin surface, 
erythema and scaling of the lesions. 
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28. (Previously presented) A method according to claim 27, wherein said quantity is sufficient 
such that the skin sites that are cleared from the psoriatic lesions following completion of said 
treatment do not show significant worsening or re-appearance of the psoriatic lesions for at least 4 
weeks after the completion of treatment. 

29 - 30 (Cancelled) 

31. (New) A method as in claim 1 wherein said medicament comprises said derivative of 
cyclopamine, the derivative characterized in that it specifically inhibits Hedgehog/Smoothened 
signaling. 

32. (New) A method as in claim 1 wherein said medicament comprises cyclopamine or a 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

33. (New) A method as in claim 8 wherein said medicament comprises said derivative of 
cyclopamine, the derivative characterized in that it specifically inhibits Hedgehog/Smoothened 
signaling. 

34. (New) A method as in claim 8 wherein said medicament comprises cyclopamine or a 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof 

35. (New) A method as in claim 27 wherein said medicament comprises said derivative of 
cyclopamine, the derivative characterized in that it specifically inhibits Hedgehog/Smoothened 
signaling. 



36. (New) A method as in claim 27 wherein said medicament comprises cyclopamine or a 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof 
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37. (New) A method of treating psoriasis comprising: 

administering to a psoriasis patient a medicament comprising cyclopamine or another 
compound that specifically inhibits Hedgehog/Smoothened signaling, wherein 

administration of said medicament in a sufficient amount induces differentiation of 
epidermal cells in psoriatic lesional skin and causes regression and/or disappearance of the 
psoriatic skin lesions. 

38. (New) The method of claim 37 wherein said medicament is a pharmaceutical composition 
comprising, in combination, a corticosteroid and cyclopamine or another compound that 
specifically inhibits Hedgehog/Smoothened signaling. 

39. (New) A method according to claim 38 wherein the corticosteroid is clobetasol 17- 
propionate or hydrocortisone. 

40. (New) A method as in claim 37 wherein, prior to administering said medicament, a 
corticosteroid is administered to said patient and said corticosteroid administration enhances 
regression of psoriatic skin lesions. 

4 1 . (New) A method as in claim 37 wherein said compound exerts receptor-binding 
properties similar to cyclopamine and binds to the same biological target to which cyclopamine 
binds to inhibit Hedgehog/Smoothened signaling. 

42. (New) A method as in claim 37 wherein said medicament is a pharmaceutical composition 
comprising, in combination, a corticosteroid and cyclopamine or another compound that exerts 
receptor-binding properties similar to cyclopamine and binds to the same biological target to 
which cyclopamine binds to inhibit Hedgehog/Smoothened signaling. 



43. (New) A method as in claim 42 wherein the corticosteroid is clobetasol 17-propionate or 
hydrocortisone.

44. (New) A method as in claim 42 wherein, prior to administering said medicament, a 
corticosteroid is administered to said patient and said corticosteroid administration enhances 
regression of the psoriatic skin lesions. 

45. (New) A method of treating a patient having psoriasis, comprising administration of 
cyclopamine or another compound that specifically inhibits Hedgehog/Smoothened signaling to 
the patient in a sufficient amount to provide, within 8 days of administration, an average of 80% 
or greater decrease in the severity of psoriatic lesions, taking into account the elevation from skin 
surface, erythema and scaling of the lesions. 

46. (New) A method according to claim 45, wherein said amount is sufficient such that the 
skin sites that are cleared from psoriatic lesions following completion of said treatment do not 
show significant worsening or reappearance of the psoriatic lesions for at least 4 weeks after the 
completion of treatment. 

47. (New) A method of treating a subject having a non-tumoral skin disorder presenting skin 
lesions comprising: 

identifying the skin disorder in said subject as one that is characterized by inhibition of 
differentiation of epidermal cells in said skin lesions; and 

administering to the subject a medicament comprising cyclopamine or another compound 
that specifically inhibits Hedgehog/Smoothened signaling, wherein 

administration of cyclopamine or of said compound in a sufficient amount induces 
differentiation of epidermal cells in lesional skin and causes regression and/or disappearance of 
said skin lesions. 



48. (New) A method according to claim 47 wherein said medicament comprises cyclopamine 
or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof. 
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49. (New) A method as in claim 47 wherein said compound exerts receptor-binding 
properties similar to cyclopamine and binds to the same biological target to which cyclopamine 
binds to inhibit Hedgehog/Smoothened signaling. 

50. (New) A method of downregulating epidermal growth factor receptor expression by 
epidermal cells comprising: 

administration of cyclopamine or of another compound that specifically inhibits 
Hedgehog/Smoothened signaling, wherein 

cyclopamine or said compound is administered in a sufficient amount that provides said 
downregulation. 

51. (New) A method according to claim 50, wherein said medicament comprises cyclopamine 
or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 



52. (New) A method as in claim 50 wherein said compound exerts receptor-binding 
properties similar to cyclopamine and binds to the same biological target to which cyclopamine 
binds to inhibit Hedgehog/Smoothened signaling.
